Residents of the village of 
Arlington Heights where there has 
been big increases in assessed val­ 
uation, may have a sm aller tax 
bill, but small reductions in rates 
in the rural districts are probably 
offset by increased valuations.

herew ith, but he should wait until 
the tax bills are actually out be- 
* fore congratulating himself that he 
is going to save some money on his 
taxes.

Total Tax Rates 
N orthw est towns are fortunate 
in their tax rates compared to 
Chicago and some of the larger 
municipalities. Municipalities with 
modern 
improvements, 
such 
as 
parks, etc., can expect higher tax­ 
es.

A drop of 35c in the tax rate of 
A rlington's elem entary school is 
due entirely to increased values 
fixed by the assessor. The rate of 
1930 was $2.00. The same amount 
of money was levied but the new 
rate is only $1.65. 
The same condition exists in the 
park district where there has been 
a reduction of 17c, (from 60c to 
43c) although the park board levied 
the same tax. 
Arlington Heights tax rate has 
been reduced eight cents. 
This is 
partly due to a reduction in tax 
levy by several thousand dollars. 
W ith the increased valuation it ap- 
i pears that the municipality will re­ 
ceive more tax money than in pre­ 
vious years — and it will be more 
, than welcome. 
School district 22, known as Pal- 
Waukee school has a drop from 60c 
to 20c for 1939. With a surplus in 
its

fund 
that 
district 
was able to retire all of its out­ 
standing bonds last year. 
Elk Grove 
Increased 
assessed 
valuations 
lowered tax rates all along the line 
in Elk Grave township except in a 
few of the school districts where 
m ajor improvements are being con­ 
tem plated. 
School districts with increased 
rates are Na. 56 from 54 to 85c; 
No. 59, from $1.09 to $1.70; and 
No. 32, 60 from 32 to 44. In some 
of 
these 
rural 
school 
districts 
there has been very little increase 
in assessed valuations. 
Palatine ToWn>hip 
The sharp reduction in the tax 
rates of districts 13 and 18 is due 
to a cut in the building fund tax 
rate. Both districts made extensive 
building improvements two years 
ago necessitating increased taxes 
for 1938. With no need for further 
improvements the tax rate dropped. 
In district 13 no tax for building 
purposes was levied. 
D istrict IO is faced with needed 
improvements and the rate on the 
little school on 
Algonquin road, 
near Barrington road, has jumped 
from 58c to $1.07. 
D istrict 19 is still enjoying one 
of the lowest tax rates in north­ 
ern Cook county. 
The rate for 
1929 is 26c compared with 29c in 
1938. 
The small reductions in many of 
the taxing bodies of Palatine town­ 
ship is due to realty valuations, 
which have been increased. 


Relief Tax Rate May 
Bring Difficulties 


Owing to the $900,000 increase in 
the assessed valuation of Wheel­ 
ing township, the tax rate for re­ 
lief is only 28c. 
The state relief 
agencies have repeatedly stated 
that there will be no state relief 
aid given townships w*ho do not as­ 
sess a full 30c tax. 
Attorney Hugo J. Thai, w*ho took 
the m atter up with the county office 
Wednesday was told that the as­ 
sessed figures th at were given to 
Howard Helm, town clerk, who cer­ 
tified the tax levy, were correct 
at the time they were given and 
it is no fault of Mr. Helm that he 
did not ask for a tax levy sufficient 
to entablish a thirty cent rate. The 
same condition has developed in 
other townships. 
It is hoped that the state relief 
office will recognize the intention 
of the township and not penalize 
Wheeling because of its 28c rate. 
According to the report af Su- 
jervisor Gilbert Klehm published 
ast week, the 
state contributed 
$16,000 for relief in the township, 
which is more than half of its cost. 
The loss of that amount would ser­ 
iously cripple relief here.

A large part 
of the labor for the gymnasium has 
been donated.

A nation-wide clean-up of crime 
broadcasts, gangster movies, un­ 
derworld 
comics 
and 
salacious 
books was advocated Sunday by 
Dr. W alter A. Maier of Concordia 
Seminary, who 
declared 
in his 
<*oast-to-coast 
Lutheran 
Hour 
broadcasts that “certain forms of 
so-called entertainment are increas­ 
ing juvenile delinquency.” 


The noted seminary professor, 
whose daily mail from his radio au­ 
dience 
averages 
approximately 
1,500 letters, read several commun­ 
ications from parents 
distressed 
by certain tendencies in 
public 
school education. He cited the case 
cf a California school teacher who 
was reported to have disclosed her 
w innings at Santa Anita race track 
to her pupils and told the children 
how' to read the racing form and 
how* to place bets on marbles and 
collect the next day. 


Radio comedians have emphasiz­ 
ed race tra<k 
betting 
in their 
broadcasts which, according to Dr. 
Maier, merely lends glamor to a 
form of gambling that causes great 
distress and suffering In many fam ­ 
ilies. He asserted that college stu­ 
dents are unnecessarily exposed to 
filthy and degenerate reading ma­ 
terial which certain educators deem 
necessary to “broaden the students* 
minds.’’ 
Such broadening, the ev­ 
angelist declared, is only wide 
enough to reach the gutter. 


Dr. Maier, whose broadcasts are 
now heard in seven lands, last week 
received letters of commendation 
fjfem listeners as Tar off as I lido 
China. 
His Sunday afternoon ad­ 
dresses are now he*ard regularly 
over 171 stations. 


Coal Tar In Clay 
Pigeon M ay Cause 
New Hog Ailment 


I ‘Feeding Dairy 


Herd’ Just Off 
University Press 
Windbreak Planting 
Demonstration Apr. 19 


Clay pigeons left on the ground 
at local gun clubs have been es­ 
tablished as the cause 
of a liver 
disease in pigs in investigations by 
animal pathologists of the Univers­ 
ity of Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture. Spontaneous outbreaks of the 
liver degeneration in pigs which 
have occurred the past few years in 
Illinois are now understood as a 
result of studying the disease on 
different farms. 
The coal-tar pitch in the broken 
fragments of targets which fall to 
the. ground poisons the pigs. Clay 
pigeons are composed of the coal 
tar and finely ground limestone ane 
are painted with a protective cov­ 
ering of calcimine. It is therefore 
important to keep sows and young 
pigs away from ground used for 
target-shooting purposes, warn the 
pathologists. 
On Illinois farms where the mal­ 
ady has occurred the 
past four 
years and in tests at the Univers­ 
ity in which experimental clay pig­ 
eons as well as coal tar was fed to 
healthy pigs, symptoms of the pois­ 
oning included 
loss of appetite, 
weakness and depression. A rough 
coat was noted and the typical liv­ 
er disease was also round. 
In “Coal-tar Pitch Poisoning an 
Pigs,” a publication recently is­ 
sued by Robert Graham, head of 
animal pathology, and H. R. Hester 
and J. A. Henderson, assistants, 
the disease is described to assist 
persons in recognizing the malady. 
“A correct diagnosis facilitates 
definite, effective methods of pre­ 
vention. Veterinarians can detect 
the changes in the liver of affected 
pigs,” according to tfte University 
animal pathologists.

“A good job of feeding 
dairy 
cows means simply striking the 
right adjustment between cost of 
feeds and volume of milk produc­ 
tion so that the difference between 
costs and gross returns will be as 
much as possible,” Nevens explains. 
“This does not mean necessar­ 
ily that the cost of the feed should 
be held to the lowest figure possible. 
Nor does it mean the cows should 
always be fed to get the utmost 
possible quantities of milk. It does 
mean, as a rule, the feeding of a 
well-balanced assortment of feeds, 
most of which are homegrown, to 
carefully selected cows, so there 
will be a high yield of milk from 
each cow.” 
The circular induces discussions 
of rations, principles of barn feed­ 
ing, pasture feeding, special care 
at calving time, feeding young 
stock and some special problems in 
feeding dairy cattle. 
Copies may be obtained by writ­ 
ing to the College of Agriculture 
or from local farm advisers.

Trees. — Historically, trees have 
i been better subjects for poets than 
I for lawmakers. However, the Illi­ 
nois legislature has enacted more 
than a dozen laws on trees, not to 
mention many statutes on forestry, 
j forest preserve districts and forest 
! fire proection. 
Tile earliest law 
(1819) imposed a fine for going on 
other people’s property and cut­ 
ting any trees of a dozen or so 
; named species. The same penalty 
was imposed for cutting trees on 
property belonging to churches and 
| schools. Irater these offenses wTere 
J made misdemeanors by zue crimin­ 
al code. In the same category are 
I laws imposing a penalty for allow­ 
ing trees to obstruct highways and 
1 large streams important to drain­ 
age, and for destroying trees used 
as boundary markers. Also it is 
unlawful to either destroy or plant 
trees along state highways without 
j the consent of the Department of 
I Public Works and Buildings. 
In 1874 a law was passed to en­ 
courage tne planting of trees. It 
provides that county boards of sup­ 
ervisors may pay up to $10 an acre 
for forest trees planted and ade- 
; qualely maintained for a period of 
(three years. 
In 1908 the Illinois legislature 
I designated the native oak as the 
state tree. Another state law p ro ­ 
vides that the governor shall each 
i spring isffiie a proclamation desig- 
i nating a date for araor day. On 
1 this day individuals and 
public 
I agencies of various klncis arc urged 
to engage in tree planting cere­ 
monies. The custom was inaugur­ 
ated by the Nebraska legislature in 
I 1872. 
Questions oftentimes arise as to 
I the rights of adjoining owners to 
i trees growing on a boundary line. 
The general rule is that they are 
tenant 
in common; that is, each 
< i* them owns an undivided interest 
in the tree. A rule 
giving each 
owner the part of the tree on his 
property would allow’ either of them 
to virtually destroy the other own­ 
er's part w ithout his consent. When 
apple or fruit trees grown on one 
; man’s property and overhang on 
adjoining property, the 
general 
‘ lule is that the overhanging fruit 
{l»elongs to the owner or the tree. 
However, the adjoining ow’ner may 
! trim the branches or roots of any 
! tree overhanging or 
encroaching 
| upon his land, provided he trims 
j only that part on his side of the 
property line. Special provision is 
made by law* for 
?ie<rge fences 
growing on division lines. This was 
; discussed in an earlier article on
